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WHY HARDING’S PROGRAM FOR PEACE IS ACCEPTED BY 
PRACTICAL PEOPLE. 


It is perfectly logical for the men who have urtfed some form 
of international agreement to promote peace, to find in Senator 
Harding, rather than in Governor Cox. the most hopeful leader­ 
ship toward the end they have in view. 
President Wilson sought to impose on the country an or­ 
ganization for which the world was not ready. The United States 
simply cannot afford to pledge its resources to the support of an 
international program made in Europe, to 
further 
European 
rivalries and ambitions. Such a pledge is the essence of article IO, 
which Mr. Wilson has called “the heart of the league.” 
The country will not accept this surrender of sovereignty. 
This has been shown by the vote of the senate, including more 
than twenty Democratic senators, \%ho asked for a reservation on 
this point. Yet Governor Cox has accepted the Wilson league. 
What the President promised Cox will perform, the governor 
has said in a formal announcement. 
In contrast to this attitude of stubbornness, which could 
produce only a prolongation of the existing deadlock, 
is 
the 
promise of Senator Harding to call a conference of leaders of 
thought of both parties, including, of course, senators, to work 
out an international program which would appeal to the country 
as one it could get behind. 
Mr. Harding’s own influence as President would be. as he 
has said, to include all that is good and to cut out all that is bad 
from the league covenant and from The Hague tribunal. 
It is not surprising that this reasonable program is accepted 
by practical men interested in promoting the cause of interna­ 
tional peace as offering far more hope than the rigid impracti­ 
cability of the administration, as upheld by Mr. Cox. 


PRESIDENT WILSON SCORED BY BISHOP ANDERSON 
CINCINNATI. 


Senator Harding reached Marion Sabbath morning from his 
trip into the South, tired, but pleased with the receptions given 
to him 
Sunday night he and Mrs. Harding attended services at the 
Epworth Methodist Episcopal Church, where Rev. William F. 
Anderson, of Cincinnati. Methodist Bishop for Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky, preached. 
Bishop Anderson spoke as the result of observations on five 
trips to Europe since the armistice and of long sojourns there 
during the W'orld War. He placed squarely upon the President’s 
shoulders the failure for ratification, because of the President’s 
insistence that he could accept no essential reservations. 
Declaring that the President should have accepted the Sen- 1 
ate’s reservations. Bishop Anderson said: 
“That is what ought to have happened, and would have hap­ 
pened if the President had cared more about the League of Nations 
than he cared about having his own particular way. His natural | 
and highly cultivated egotism stood in the way of that piece of 
constructive statesmanship.” 
Bishop Anderson said he had been in favor of the league 
from the beginning, and in the early stages, before he understood 
the question, had favored ratification without reservations. 
He said: “The reason why we failed at the peace conference 
was that the strength and wisdom of American statesmanship 
were not there. The American people ought to know the facts. | 
I had a rather unusual opportunity for gathering them, and feel 
a personal responsibility to give them to those who hear me.”
